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The  STOVER  families. 

MARTIN  STOVER  JR(son  of  Martin  Stover  Sr)-He  was  born  Aug. 20,1725  in  the 

State  of  New  York. He  married  Hannah  Laughlea, daughter  of  Alexander  Laughlen, 
U.E. Loyalist. He  served  in  the  Addington  Militia  during  the  War  of  1S12-14-. 
He  died  Jan.28,18l4  and  his  children  received  military  pensions. 

He  had  three  children, viz. -(l)Mary  Stover (2) Adam  Stover (3) Jacob  Stover  who 

married  Hannah  See  daughter  of  Herman  See, U.E. Loyalist. 


Apparently  Martin  Stover  Sr.was  not  the  only  Stover  to  settle  in  Ernestown 
township  when  the  Loyalists  settled  there. I  have  been  unable  to  determine 
the  ancestry  of  the  following  Stovers  but  they  aix  just  children  of  Martin 
Stover;-  may  not  be 

(JACOB  8T0VER)-born  in  1779. He  died  June  9, 186l. buried  in  Lutheran  cemetery  in 
Ernestown  Township. He  was  either  married  twice  or  else  there  were  two 
Jacob  Stovers  about  the  same  age. Jacob  Stover  married  Sarah  Storms  and  she 
died  Aug.30,lS55  at  the  age  ofjtji*  71  years. Jacob  Stover  married  Christine 
Amey. 
Jacob  Stover  &   Sarah  Storms  had  a  daughter, Levina, born  Aug. 2^, 1810. 

Jacob  Stover  &  Christiana  Amey  had  a  son  Valentine  born  June  1,1812. 
Valentine  Stover  married  Rebecca  Snider  on  April  12,1331. 

LAURENCE  STOVER-He  married  Elizabeth  Madden  on  Feb. 6, 1812  and  they  lived  in 

Ernes town  Township. 


SARAH  STOVER-was  born  June  29,1783.  She  married  John  Lake  of  Ernestown  on  July 

29,1310  in  the  presence  of  Laurence  Stover, Elizabeth  Stover  and  James 

Lake. 


EVE  STOVERaarried  Loderwick  Hortman  and  they  had  a  daughter  Mary  Hartman  born 
on  Jan. 23, 1311. 


ELIJAH  STOVERrThis  man  never  lived  in  Ernes town. He  is  said  to  have  lived  in 
Nova  Scotia  and  emigrated  to  Kent  County, Ont. where  descendants 
still  live.

There  are  various  ways  of  spelling  the  name  Stover. It  was  probably  originally 
German  &  spelled  Stauffer  or  Stauber.I  cannot  vouch  for  the  authenticity  of  this 
history  of  Jacoo  Stover  but  it  was  given  to  me  by  his  descendants. 

JACOB  STOVER(originally  Stauf fer) -emigrated  with  a  brother, from  Germany, The 
brother  settled  in  Pennsylvania  near  Philadelphia  but  Jacob  settled  in  Duchess 
County, New  York. Here  Jacob  lived  the  rest  of  his  life  &  is  buried  in  a  Lutheran 
cemetery  in  Dutchess  County. Jacob  had  one  daughter(name  unknown)  and  three  sons 
named, -Matinas,Phelta  &   Adam. 

(l)PHELTA  STOVER-settled  in  New  York  State  near  Lake  Champlain 

(2) DAUGHTER  OF  JACOB  STOVER (name  unknown) -She  emigrated  to  Ernestown  Township, 
Upper  Canada  with 'her  brother  Matinas.She  is  said  to  have  married  a  man  named 
EMIGH.  Nothing  else  known  about  her. 

(3) ADAM  STOVER-When  he  was  an  old  man, he  and  three  sons  emigrated  from  New  York 
State  and  bought  5000  acres  of  land  near  Norwich, Ont. for  the  sum  of  $2000. He 
had  six  sons  and  one  daughter,viz;-vl)Michael  emigrated  to  Norwich, Ont. (2) 
Frederick  emigrated  to  Norwich, Ont. (3)Mary  Stover  married  Peter  McLees  and 
emigrated  to  Norwich (k) Adam  Stover  Jr. emigrated  to  Norwich(5)Enoch  Stover 
remained  in  New  York  StateJ6) (7)The  other  two  sons, names  unknown, stayed  in 
New  York  State.

100  acres  leased  land  for  3  lives  at  Is. per  acre, cleared  63  acres. 

The  rebels  had  them 
all  in  1777  &  all  his  furniture  &   utensils. A  good  man."

Dear  Doctor;-  It  is  a  long  time  since  you  heard  from  me  and  since  then  I 

have  moved  from  Retreat, Pa. to  this  place  but  I  am  in  the  same  line  of 

work. I  understand  you  have  been  in  the  army  and  perhaps  you  are  still 

in  it. They  didn't  seem  to  want  me  although  I  was  a  little  on  the  old 

side  to  suit  the  armed  forces. 

Since  our  last  correspondence  I  have  been  engaged  in  my 

genealogy  from  time  to  time. In  the  summer  I  do  little  at  it  as  I  have 

other  diversions  to  occupy  ray  time. I  have  been  collecting  history  of 

the  Mortons, Birds, Edgertons, Howes, Copelands, Coopers, Cooks, Davy, and 

Laughlins. All  of  them  are  connected  either  with  my  ancestors  or  my 

wifes.

Hannah  Laughlen  married  Martin  Stover  Jr. son  of  Martin  Stover  Sr.She 

was  a  daughter  of  Alexander  Laughlen  &   they  lived  in  Ernectown  Twp. They 
had  three  children, Mary, Adam  &  Jacob  Stover. Martin  Stover  Jr. served  in  the 
War  of  1812-1^  and  died   in  service  Jan. 2S, 131^. His  children  then  became 
pensioners  of  the  government  and  their  mother  became  their  guardian. Hannah 
Laughlen  married  again  Oct. 13,131^  to  Benjamin  Boice  or  Bice, son  of  Andrew 
Boice  of  Fredericksburg  Twp. She  died  in  1S22. 

Mary  Stover  born  1S0S-I  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  what  became  of  her  or 
whom  she  married. I  had  a  rumor  she  married  a  See  but  not  authentic. 
Her  uncle  John  Stover  married  Jemima  Hicks. Her  aunt  Rachel  Stover 
married  Harmon  See. Her  aunt  Elizabeth  Stover  married  John  Laughlen  or 
McLaughlin.lt  is  possible  she  may  have  gone  to  live  with  any  of  her 
uncles  or  aunts  as  she  was  14  yrs.old  when  her  mother  died. I  believe 
she  did  not  stay  with  Benjamin  Boice. 
Adam  Stover(brother  of  Mary)  born  1S12.I  have  never  ascertained  what  became  of 

him  or  whom  he  married. I  had  a  rumor  he  married  a  Hannah. 
Jacob  Stover(brother  of  Mary  &   Adam) -I  have  a  record  of  his  family. Apparently 
he  was  brought  up  by  his  aunt  Mrs. John  McLaughlin  near  Taraworth,Ont.& 
he  lived  near  there  all  his  life. 
Hannah  Laughlin  married  Benjamin  Boice  for  her  second  husband. I  have  never  been 
able  to  find  out  if  she  had  any  children  by  him.
